This special award is 
given each year in memory of 
Gus, a Veterans Park student 
who lost his life in a tragic boat- 
ing accident in August 2010, the 
summer before beginning 5th 
grade. 

Each year, in the spring, 
Sth grade students are asked to 
nominate classmates who em- 
ulate the positive qualities and 
characteristics that Gus demon- 
strated. Staff are then entrusted 
with the task of reading each 
nomination and choosing the 
two recipients. 

The two students chosen this 
year to receive this coveted hon- 
or are Hayden Forrant-Morin 
and Adam Riley. 

This year, like so many oth- 
er school events, the 5th grade 
graduation was being held vir- 
tually, meaning this year’s re- 
cipients would not be walking 
across the LHS stage, to receive 
their award in front of their 
classmates, as traditionally done 
in past years. 

Having been Gus’s second 
grade teacher, Veterans Park

LUDLOW -— Despite the 
cloudy weather and some 
light rain, Ludlow’s Board of 
Health’s registered nurses host- 
ed a free mask drive-through 
on Saturday, June 27th, from 
12 p.m. to 2 p.m, giving away 
nearly 1,000 masks. 

The drive-through took 
place in the parking lot of Lud- 
low High School. Director of 
Nurses for the BOH Cheryl 
Messer, and registered nurses 
Marianne Moura, Sandy Table, 
and Angela Kramer were all 
in attendance and took care of 
each resident. 

There were social distanc- 
ing guidelines for guests, in- 
cluding that no one could get 
out of their vehicles. People 
were also required to bring a 
form of identification to prove 
they are a resident of Ludlow

person in each household. 
Messer said this. drive- 
through, which took over 
three months to put together, 
recruited about 45 volunteers 
who donated their time and 
resources to make the 2,555 
masks that were available for 


the giveaway. She also said she 
spread the word about the event 
through The Register, LCT, 
distributing signs, and had Se- 
lectman Derek DeBarge put 
out a robocall to raise aware- 
ness for the drive-through.

Again, we will forgive any late fees 
incurred from March 16 to current time. 
For items that are too large for the book 
drop or library of things and tech items, 
such as bots, Chromebooks or sewing 
machines, please call to make a special 
arrangement to return these items or hold 
on to them until the library reopens.

SPRINGFIELD —The Federal Com- 
munications Commission’s (FCC) Wire- 
less Competition Bureau has announced 
that Baystate Medical Center is among

Baystate was awarded $927,146 for 
remote monitoring platforms focused 
on obstetrics, diabetes and hypertension 
tablets for distribution to patients and 
providers, as well as videoconferencing 
equipment to enable telehealth visits and 
treatment network upgrades, and kiosks 
to offer telehealth visits at community 
hospitals. 

“While telehealth has been gaining

COVID-19 pandemic has greatly accel- 
erated its use in providing safe and ef- 
fective care for patients. We thank the 
Federal Communications Commission 
for recognizing the essential role tele-

the effects of provider shortages and 
bring specialty expertise to remote loca- 
tions and community settings, therefore 
strengthening those sites of care and 
keep them more viable,’ he added. 

According to a study, “Telehealth: A 
Technology-Based Weapon in the War 
Against the Coronavirus, 2020,” by the 
research firm of Frost & Sullivan, the 
pandemic will continue to reshape care 
delivery — and open big opportunities 
for virtual care in the near-term future. 

They forecast a sevenfold growth in 
telehealth by 2025 — a five-year com- 
pound annual growth rate of 38.2%. 

To date, the FCC’s COVID-19 Tele- 
health Program, which was authorized 
by the CARES Act, has approved 444 
funding applications in 46 states plus 
Washington, D.C. for a total of $157.64 


million in funding. It stopped accepting 
applications on June 25, 2020. 

The COVID-19 Telehealth Program 
provides $200 million in funding, ap- 
propriated by Congress as part of the 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic 
Security (CARES) Act, to help health 
care providers provide connected care 
services to patients at their homes or 
mobile locations in response to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. The Program 
provides immediate support to eligible 
health care providers responding to the 
COVID-19 pandemic by fully funding 
their telecommunications services, in- 
formation services, and devices neces- 
sary to provide critical connected care 
services until the program’s funds have 
been expended or the COVID-19 pan- 
demic has ended.

Saluting John 
Philip Sousa and 
“Stars and Stripes 

Forever 


n July 4, 1776, 
the ““Declara- 
tion of  Inde- 


pendence” was signed 
declaring our young 
country’s independence 
from Great Britain. 
Since 1777, in unofficial 
and later, with official 
state and national holi- 
days, families, groups, 
communities and cities 
all across the United 
States of America celebrate our indepen- 
dence with various events. 

As part of many public events, wherever 
John Philip Sousa’s famous “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever” is played-- whether in a ma- 
jestic concert hall, in a school’s auditorium or 
in a parade-marching band-- hearts beat fast- 
er, eyes well with tears, hands applaud and 
salute. 

In 1854, America’s “March King,’ com- 
poser/conductor Sousa, was born in Washing- 
ton, D.C. to European immigrant parents: his 
father of Portuguese parents and his mother 
of Bavarian parents. John’s father played the 
trombone in the U.S. Marine Band. Growing 
up John studied and played many instruments. 
He heard military music in his home as well 
as in public places. 

Sousa attended the Marine band rehears- 
als with his father, and became an apprentice 
musician. He joined the Marines at age 26, 
and became the Marine Band Director for 12 
years. In 1892 he started his own Sousa Band 
and toured American with astounding success. 

Often we learn that a_ personal, 
heart-wrenching or life-altering event births 
an emotional response. So it was with the ar- 
rival of tragic news in the 40 year-old life of 
John Philip Sousa. 

In 1896, when vacationing in Europe with 
his wife Jane, and family, Sousa received the 
terrible news that his good friend and band 
manager, David Blakely, had died. Imme- 
diately he made plans to return to America. 
While pacing the S.S. Teutonic steamer’s 
deck, the first stirring notes of “Stars and 
Stripes Forever” kept echoing in his mind. 
His biography states, “...absorbed in thoughts 
of my manager’s death and the many du- 
ties and decision which awaited me in New 
York...I began to sense a rhythmic beat of a 
band playing within my brain. Throughout the 
whole tense voyage, that imaginary band con- 
tinued... re-echoing the most distant melody.” 

Sousa didn’t, or perhaps couldn’t, pen 
a note of music until reaching shore. Then 
he wrote each measure that his “brain-band 
played” without a single note ever being 
changed. 

On May 14, 1897, Sousa’s first perfor- 
mance in Philadelphia aroused patriotism. 
The audience stood! A tradition was born! 
Former Sousa Band members said they were 
always inspired “by looking into the misty 
eyes of those in the audience.” 

In 1917, as America entered World War 
I, Sousa, then 62, reenlisted, but in the U.S. 
Naval Reserve. He formed and directed a mu- 
sical battalion, marched across America in 
parades raising millions of dollars for the war 
effort. 

When Sousa was asked about his patri- 
otism, he would emotionally reply that his 
“Stars and Stripes Forever” music was divine- 
ly inspired. 

On July 4th or whenever and wherev- 
er you hear John Philp Sousa’s “Stars and 
Stripes Forever” played, remember the fa- 
mous patriotic composer and _ conductor. 
Stand and patriotically applaud and salute 
the former Marine and Navy serviceman who 
loved the United States of America, its red, 
white and blue flag, and displayed it through 
his music.

Tom and I have hiked all 48 of New 
Hampshire’s 4,000 Footers, but until two 
weeks ago, we had never attempted the 
iconic Pemi Loop. The Pemi Loop is a se- 
ries of interconnected trails that both skirt 
and encircle portions of the 45,000 acre 
Pemigewasset Wilderness in the heart of 
the White Mountains. When connected, the 
trails form a 31.5 mile rugged, ego-crush- 
ing, knee-destroying loop, with over 9,000 
feet of elevation gain. This hike takes you 
up ten awe-inspiring wide-open rocky sum- 
mits and drops you down several perilously 
steep boulder strewn trails on the other side. 
It takes the average hiker over twenty hours 
to complete the entire loop. 

Backpacker Magazine has called the 
Pemi Loop the second hardest day hike in 





America. Tom and I haven’t succumbed to 
the level of insanity that causes some hikers 
to attempt to complete the hike in a single 
day. Instead, we chose to do the loop as part 
of a three-night backpacking trip. In order to 
amp up the challenge factor, we decided to 
hike the loop in what is considered the more 
strenuous direction- counterclockwise. 

We started our backpacking trip at Lin- 
coln Woods Trailhead on Friday at 4:30 
p.m. It took us just one and a half hours 
to hike the first five miles. Don’t be over- 
ly impressed, however, because our speed 
had less to do with physical prowess and 
more to do with the fact that we suffer from 
PTSD whenever we step foot on Lincoln 
Woods Trail. You see, in 2017, it took Tom 
and I five long hours to limp out of the Pemi 
Wilderness on this same section of trail af- 
ter I fractured my toe and Tom broke his 
ankle on a backpacking trip to the three 
Bonds. That lingering, painful memory from 
three years ago made us race up the trail as 
though we were being chased by a bear. 

We reached our camping spot at 6 p.m. 
and proceeded to hang our bear bag, filter 
water, and set up our tent in record time... 
mostly because the mosquitoes were taking 
more of my blood than my last donation to 
the American Red Cross. The only way to 
escape their wrath was by getting into our 
tent as fast as possible. 

We awoke at 4:30 on Saturday morn- 
ing and began hiking up Bondcliff Trail at 
6 am. Three grueling hours later, we were 
eating breakfast on the summit of our first 
mountain of the day; Bondcliff. Since we 
were blessed with blue skies and mini- 
mal wind, we spent an hour taking in the 
360-degree awe-inspiring vistas before con- 
tinuing north along the ridge.

“They started calling me and coming 
out of the woodwork,’ said Messer. “It 
was great.” 

She also said there was “a lot of be- 
hind the scenes work,’ which included 
getting permission from the school to hold 
the event in their parking lot, having the 
Department of Public Works set up a path- 
way through the lot, and having Ludlow 
Police Department’s Sargent Michael Gil- 
rein and K-9 Unit Officer Michael Whit- 
ney supervise. 

Different sizes and varieties of masks 
were available for adults and children.

Messer said the drive is important be-

The next five and a half miles brought 
us up and over four more 4,000 foot 
mountains. Unfortunately, the — sun- 
shine decided not to join us on the rest 
of our hike. We were walking through 
view-stealing dense clouds as we reached 
each subsequent mountain peak. When the 
wind joined forces with the clouds and the 
wind chill temps dipped into the thirties, 
we donned our gloves and down jackets. 
Which was actually a good thing, because 
backpackers find it very satisfying to uti- 
lize each and every item that we place in 
our backpacks. We hate getting home from 
a hike, pulling gear from our packs that 
we never used, and knowing that we car- 
ried all of that extra weight for nothing. 

By the time we reached South Twin, 
our fifth and final mountain of the day, we 
had been hiking for eight and a half hours. 
As we descended from the summit on the 
steepest trail of the day, fatigue was set- 
ting in. What that means in hiker lingo is 
that I was so exhausted that my legs no 
longer felt connected to my body, and I 
wanted to stop and lie down right on the 
center of the rocky trail. It was here that 
I said to Tom, “I’m glad that we’re do- 
ing the Pemi Loop, but this is a ‘one and 
done’ hike. Once we complete it, I never 
want to put our bodies through this kind of 
torture again.” Tom agreed wholehearted- 
ly. 

We stopped for the day at 5:30 pm 
about a half mile shy of our goal — Gar- 
field tent site. The reason we stopped early 
had absolutely NOTHING to do with the 
fact that we were approaching an insane- 
ly steep section of trail and there was a 
high probability that my heart was going 
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them. It’s also a way for the board to pro- 
mote the importance of everyone keeping 
themselves safe, while there’s still a risk 
of COVID-19 transmission. 

“We're just here trying to help the 
community,” said Messer. “This is my 
town. I grew up here, I love my people.” 

Other participating nurses at the drive- 
through shared similar sentiments. Moura, 
for instance, said that these masks will be 
beneficial to all recipients. 

“It’s an important health issue that 
we should take part in,’ said Moura. 
“COVID-19 affects everyone, so we’re 
here to help.” 

Table, who is also a resident of Lud- 
low, said she was happy to play a part in 
helping secure the safety of her fellow 
residents. She also feels as a nurse on the 
Board of Health, it’s her responsibility 
to provide the best resources to keep the 
community safe. 

“T was working for ten doctors before 
I was a nurse and wanted to do something 
more for people than checking them in 
and giving them their money back,” said 
Table. “I decided to be a nurse because I 
wanted to help people. I love people. Pub- 
lic health is a different kind of nursing. 
This way, we get to do other things for the 
community that we live in and care for.” 

By the end of the drive-through, over 
960 masks were distributed to 184 resi- 
dents. Messer said the next mask drive- 
through is scheduled to take place some- 
time in the fall. For more information on 
Ludlow’s Board of Health’s nursing ser- 
vices, visit http://www.ludlow.ma.us/html/ 
health/nursing.htm. 


to go into AFIB if I attempted to climb it. 
We located a level area to set up our tent 
and proceeded with our evening ritual of 
settling in for the night. Our stealth camp- 
site was the unofficial halfway point of our 
trip. We had a few more miles in front of 
us than behind us at this point, but we had 
passed the curve in the loop. On Sunday 
morning, we’d be heading in a southerly 
direction. 

We were shivering from the cold when 
we crawled into our tent at 7:30 p.m. I 
pulled on every layer that I had... gloves, 
hat, three layers of merino wool base 
layers and a down puffy; you know... all 
of the essentials for backpacking in the 
Whites in mid-June. But on a positive 
note, the cold temps sent the mosquitoes 
into hiding, so I was able to replenish my 
blood supply from the night before. I was 
secretly hoping that all of that extra oxy- 
gen saturation would make the climb eas- 
ier the next day. (Spoiler alert; it didn’t.) 
The last thing I said to Tom as I snuggled 
up next to him in our 20-degree dou- 
ble-wide down sleeping bag is, “I hope I 
don’t wake up dead tomorrow morning 
from hypothermia.” 

We survived the cold night, but we 
faced a trail so steep on Sunday morning 
that we questioned whether death by hy- 
pothermia might have been the better way 
to go. Thankfully, we made short work of 
Garfield Ridge Trail, and reached Mt. Gar- 
field at 9 a.m. We were rewarded with sun- 
shine, solitude, and one of the best views 
in the White Mountains. 

After inhaling the beauty from the 
summit, we continued south towards one 
of the most well-known ranges in the 
Whites-Franconia Ridge. With two miles 
of above tree line exposure, it’s easy to see

why National Geographic named Franco- 
nia Ridge as one of the top twenty hikes 
in the world. As such, it took quite some 
time to make it up and over our first three 
mountains on the ridge due to our direc- 
tion of travel against the sea of humanity. 
Backpackers must be a rare breed, because 
we were stopped multiple times by day 
hikers wanting to know where we camped, 
how far we were going, how heavy our 
packs were, etc. Although we enjoyed 
sharing our love of the mountains with 
everyone who asked questions, we were 
happy when we moved beyond the popu- 
lar section of the ridge and had the trail to 
ourselves once again. 

We reached the summit of Mt. Liber- 
ty by 4 p.m. As we laid on our backs with 
our heads propped up on our backpacks, 
we looked in awe across the vast Pemi 
Wilderness to the mountains that we had 
stood on just one day before. After en- 
joying the paralyzing views for an hour, 
we continued south until we located a site 
for our tent in the col between Mt. Lib- 
erty and Mt. Flume. As the sun was set- 
ting later that evening, Tom surprised me 
by singing Happy Birthday and holding 
out a carefully packaged box of gourmet 
chocolate covered Oreo cookies. He lit 
the Bic lighter and asked me to blow out 
the flame. I know, right? The guy couldn’t 
even spring for a candle?! 

In all seriousness, who needs a birth- 
day celebration in a five-star hotel with a 


gourmet dinner, a massage and a pedicure 
When you can have a tent, a plastic bag 
of cold ziti, a double wide sleeping bag, 
and ice-cold streams for end of day foot 
soaks? Life doesn’t get any better than 
this! 

We reached the summit of Mt. Flume 
at 7:30 Monday morning. As we stood 
victoriously on our final mountain of the 
loop, we were overwhelmed with grati- 
tude; for the mountains we had climbed, 
for the strength to climb them, and for 
being able to share it all with the person 
we love. I couldn’t imagine a better place 
to be spending my fifty-fifth birthday. We 
spent two and a half serenity-filled hours 
reclining on the summit and watching the 
clouds float by. We finally peeled our- 
selves off of the peak at 10 a.m. 

As we said farewell to the mountains 
we love and sauntered down Osseo Trail 
towards Lincoln Woods to complete the fi- 
nal five and a half miles of the loop, Tom 
asked me a question so unexpected and 
shocking that I stopped in my tracks; “So, 
what do you think about doing the loop in 
the OTHER direction next time?” 

On a final note, I encourage all of you 
to get outdoors and immerse yourself in 
whatever form of nature feeds your soul. I 
believe that nature has the power to heal, 
and we can all use a little of that healing 
power right now.

Questions still surrounding 
athletics return this fall

REGION -— A fall season is 
being planned for, but it is still 
unclear what one might look 
like under the new landscape of 
a COVID-19 “new normal.” 

According to numerous 
sources, Massachusetts is just 
one of a few states that is on a 
good track to lowering the infec- 
tion rate of the coronavirus and 
keeping the healthcare system 
from being overloaded. 

But as individuals wish 
to “head back on the field,’ it 
leaves a lot of questions, which 
are jointly being considered by 
high schools and the Massachu- 
setts Interscholastic Athletic As- 
sociation. 

Their first move was to post- 
pone the use of MaxPreps as a 
ranking system for teams. It is 
supposed to a method used to 
provide uniformity as the state 
goes to a statewide tournament 
system and eliminates the sec- 
tional tournament format. 

In Massachusetts, summers 
sports like baseball are looking 
to open up as part of Phase 3 
and hold some type of competi- 
tion. 

But schools have still re- 
ceived a lot of guidance for how 
things will need to look in the 
fall, leaving a number of schools 


to consider whether a portion 
of their learning will be done 
remotely, as it was done during 
the past three and a half months. 

Schools closer to Boston 
and possibly schools with larger 
populations like in Springfield 
will have to more seriously con- 
sider online options for school. 
The MIAA will then have to 
consider what that will do for 
eligibility requirements to play 
a sport. They will also have to 
consider transportation and oth- 
er elements. 

Normally, an individual must 
attend school by a certain time 
in order to be eligible to practice 
or participate in a contest that 
day. Many teams also require 
a player participate in practice 
the day before in order to be el- 
igible to play. But if a player is 
not required to physically be in 
school, how will that be handled 
by the MIAA”? 

The “New Normal” until a 
vaccine has been secured for 
the coronavirus will still likely 
involve requiring individuals to 
wear masks or face coverings 
and to socially distance whenev- 
er possible. 

In certain sports, like foot- 
ball, contact is inevitable. Foot- 
ball also draws large crowds on

BOSTON - The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Conservation and Recre- 
ation (DCR) today announced that sev- 
eral of the agency’s inland and ocean 
beaches across the Commonwealth 
will provide waterfront services for the 
public beginning Saturday, June 20, 
2020 in accordance with safety stan- 
dards issued by the Executive Office 
of Energy and Environmental Affairs 
(EEA) as part of Phase II of the Bak- 
er-Polito Administration’s reopening 
plan. Phase II standards include: 

Parking lots, people entering the 
beach, or other factors should be man- 
aged, if necessary, to limit beach ca- 
pacity to accommodate adequate social 
distancing based on an assessment by 
the beach manager; 

Beach visitors are required to main- 
tain social distancing of at least 6 feet 
or more at all times and visitors should 
maintain at least 12 feet minimum dis- 
tance between toweling/beach blanket 
areas; and, 

No-contact ball games such as 
catch, kadima, Kan Jam and bocce can 
be allowed provided that social dis- 
tancing can be maintained, and group 
size guidelines followed.

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Baker-Polito Administration unveils $275 
million COVID-19 economic relief package 


BOSTON — The Baker-Poli- 
to Administration on June 26th 
unveiled a COVID-19 econom- 
ic recovery package to gener- 
ate economic growth amidst 
the COVID-19 pandemic. The 
$275 million package, designed 
to promote equity across the 
Commonwealth, is an update 
to the Administration’s Act En- 
abling Partnerships for Growth, 
the economic development 
legislation originally filed on 
March 4, 2020. 

The original legislation was 
the product of a nearly year- 
long economic development 
planning process last year, and 
the now $275 million propos- 
al represents a targeted pack- 
age of investments across three 
core areas: housing, communi- 
ty development, and business 
competitiveness. In response 
to the dramatically different 
economic landscape due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the Ad- 
ministration will ask the Legis- 
lature to consider an amended 
scope for several of the pro- 
posed programs, _ reallocate 
funding among proposed au- 
thorizations, and establish new 
tools to promote equity and 
drive economic growth. 

“By funding more afford- 
able housing, implementing 
critical zoning reform, stabi- 
lizing neighborhoods, and sup- 
porting minority-owned busi- 


nesses with record levels of 
funding, these proposed chang- 
es will bring critical relief and 
promote equity across Massa- 
chusetts amidst the COVID-19 
pandemic,” said Governor 
Charlie Baker. “We look for- 
ward to working with our part- 
ners in the Legislature to ad- 
vance this legislation and give 
communities, especially those 
most in need, the tools and sup- 
port they require to move for- 
ward.” 

“This legislation will help 
to stabilize the neighborhoods 
and communities that were 
hardest hit and bring new tools 
to bear to promote equity and 
drive economic growth,’ said 
Lt. Governor Karyn Polito, co- 
chair of the Economic Devel- 
opment Planning Council. “The 
feedback we received last year, 
along with the realities that we 
are seeing during this pandem- 
ic, have informed this legisla- 
tion and our revised proposal, 
and we are grateful to the Leg- 
islature for their consideration.” 

Secretary of Housing and 
Economic Development Mike 
Kennealy testified during a vir- 
tual hearing before the Joint 
Committee on Economic De- 
velopment and Emerging Tech- 
nology, highlighting the need 
for the legislation, and explain- 
ing the Administration’s pro- 
posed changes. 


To address the new reali- 
ties brought on by COVID-19, 
while continuing to address the 
opportunities and _ challenges 
already identified in the Part- 
nerships for Growth economic 
development plan, this package 
proposes to: 

Amend the scope of several 
proposed programs, to target 
funding towards specific com- 
munities including those hard- 
est hit by COVID-19 

Reallocate funding among 
proposed authorizations, to bet- 
ter address the significant eco- 
nomic impacts of COVID-19 
and to help provide a path for 
recovery, particularly for those 
most devastated by the pan- 
demic 

Establish new tools to pro- 
mote equity and drive econom- 
ic growth in communities and 
among businesses facing bar- 
riers to entry in areas like state 
contracting 

To do so, the Administration 
is proposing allocating an addi- 
tional $15 million for neighbor- 
hood stabilization (for a total of 
$40 million) to invest in blight- 
ed and distressed homes. This 
funding, paired with collab- 
oration and engagement with 
community organizations and 
municipalities, will bring safe, 
affordable housing units back 
on the market. 

Women, minority, veteran, 


and immigrant small business 
owners face disproportionate 
challenges to accessing cap- 
ital to grow their enterprises. 
During the COVID-19_ pan- 
demic, gaps worsened for busi- 
nesses that have not been able 
to take advantage of federal 
programs. To allow the state to 
invest in more small businesses 
overall, especially those owned 
by underrepresented popula- 
tions, and to leverage greater 
federal and private investment 
dollars, the Admiunistration 
is recommending increasing 
funding for Community Devel- 
opment Financial Institutions 
(CDFIs) by $25 million (for a 
total of $35 million), a record 
increase in this program. These 
grants to small business lenders 
allow CDFIs to serve entrepre- 
neurs in underserved popula- 
tions with financial services, 
technical assistance, and credit 
building opportunities. 

To help address the dispro- 
portionate challenges to ac- 
cessing early stage business fi- 
nancing, the Administration is 
asking the Legislature to triple 
funding for grants to support 
micro businesses from a total 
of $5 million to $15 million. 
Massachusetts Growth Capital 
Corporation (MGCC) recently 
launched a pilot program called 
Biz-M-Power, which offers 1:1 
matching grants and technical 








assistance to microbusinesses 
(fewer than 20 employees) who 
have successfully crowdsourced 
up to $10,000 in seed capital. 

“We have an opportunity 
with this 5-year plan to focus 
even more of our housing, com- 
munity development, and busi- 
ness competitiveness efforts on 
equity and recovery as Massa- 
chusetts continues to weather 
the impacts of the COVID-19 
pandemic,” said Secretary of 
Housing and Economic Devel- 
opment Kennealy. “This leg- 
islation and our recommended 
updates tackle the housing cri- 
sis through targeted reforms 
and funding, and invests in the 
people and places who need 
support the most, and we look 
forward to getting this done.” 

The legislation also in- 
cludes the language of An Act 
to Promote Housing Choices, 
the Administration’s bill to ad- 
vance new housing production 
in Massachusetts, to promote 
equitable access to opportunity, 
and to support the administra- 
tion’s goal to produce 135,000 
new housing units by 2025. An 
Act Enabling Partnerships for 
Growth includes these Housing 
Choice provisions to enable cit- 
ies and towns to adopt certain 
zoning best practices through a 
simple majority vote rather than 
the current two-thirds superma- 
jority.
